TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres Wed- 
nesday examined the possibility of 
establishing a narrow-based gov- 
ernment if the right-wing Likud 
bloc withdraws from his coalition, 
aides said. 

He mid other Labour Party 
heads met two small religious fac- 
tions, the National Religious Party 
and Agudat Israel, to see if they 
could be counted on for support 
after an unsuccessful attempt Tue- 
sday night to stave off a crisis with 
Likud's leader. Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir. 

The delicate balance of the cou- 
ntry’s three-month-old unity gov- 
ernment was upset this week when 
another religious party. Shas, quit 
over a dispute involvingcontrol of 
state funds for religious functions. 


Likud, Labour’s main partner in 
the nine-party coalition, has 
sworn loyalty to Shas and says it 
will quit too if Mr. Peres does not 
solve .the crisis by Thursday. 

Labour Party sources said Mr. 
Peres was concerned that internal 
Likud rivalries could make a sol- 
ution difficult. 

Mr. Shamir has been trying to 
solve the Shas dispute with one 
eye on Industry Minister Ariel 
Sharon, due back Thursday from 
New York, where he is suing Time 
magazine for libel. 

Mr. Sharon, who is challenging 
Mr. Shamir for the Likud lea- 
dership, has accused him of caving 
in to Labour.

Kuwaiti, Soviet MPs

KUWAIT (R) — Kuwaiti and 
Soviet members of parliament 
Wednesday called for an end to 
the Arab-Tsraeli conflict and wit- 
hdrawal of Israeli forces from occ- 
upied Arab territory. 

The call came in a joint sta- 
tement after a delegation from 
Moscow's Supreme Soviet (par- 
liament) held talks with members 
of Kuwait's- parliament led by 
Speaker Mohamm.ad Youssef 
Adasani. - 

“ We urge ab end io the Middle 
East conflict and an, Israeli wit- 
hdrawal from all territories it occ- 
upies/* the statement' said. 

It also quoted the Soviet side as 
calfing for a U.N. -^sponsored con- 
ference attended by all parties to 
the Middle East conflict, including 


the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO). 

The Soviet delegation headed 
by Avgust Voss, chairman of the 
Soviet Council of nationalities, 
begap an official visit to Kuwait 
last Monday. 

Kuwait is the only member of 
the Gulf Cooperation Council — 
which groups it with Saudi Arabia, 
Bahrain, Qatar, Oman and the 
United Arab Emirates — to have 
diplomatic relations with the Sov- 
iet Union. 

The statement also quoted the 
Soviet side as calling for an end to 
the Iran-Iraq war, which h said 
“increases tension in the Arab 
Gulf and opens the door for imp- 
erialist intervention."

Sixteen tons of methyl iso- 
cyanate. the chemical that leaked 
in a ga< on Dec. 3 and killed 2,500 
people in the central Indian city, 
has been converted into pesticide 
since Sunday. 

The chemical was stored in an 
underground tank.

AMMAN (AP) — A U.S. emb- 
assy official here denied on Wed- 
nesday a Kuwaiti newspaper rep- 
ort that U.S. Assistant Secretary 
of State Richard W. Murphy met 
with a Palestinian personality dur- 
ing his recent visit to Amro an. 

The official, who spoke on con- 
dition he not be named, said the 
only people Mr. Murphy met were 
King Hussein, five other Jor- 
danian government officials and 
six U.S. embassy diplomats.

AMMAN — Outgoing West 
German Ambassador to Jordan 
Hermann Munz. has said that 
the recent political moves pursued 
by the Kingdom, including res- 
toring relations with Egypt and 
holding the Palestine. National 
Council (PNC) in Amman, rep- 
resented “a new hope” for a set- 
tlement to the Middle East pro- 
blem and a break in the current 
state of paralysis and stagnation. 

Dr. Munz. who has been serving 
his country as resident amb- 
assador here for the last five and a 
half years, said that in the last few 
years. Jordan has adopted “con- 
sistent policy guidelines" aimed at 
achieving a just and com- 
prehensive peace “without giving 
up Palestinian rights" He said the 
Kingdom left the freedom lo the 
Palestinians to say for themselves 
what they want in the process to 
reach a settlement to the Pal- 
estinian question. 

In an interview’ with the Jordan 
Times, Dr. Munz, who ends his 
term as ambassador this month, 
said Jordan is pursuing a con- 
structive policy which could ach- 
ieve positive results in the future." 

He said the Jordanian- 
Palestinian joint moves rep- 
resented “an important step tow- 
ards reaching bilateral obj- 
ectives.”

Israelis killed women in cold blood 


KHARTOUM, Sudan (AF) — A mass migration 
from a drought-ravaged Ethiopian province is ove- 
rwhelming Sudan’s ability to cope with refugees, 
and both Sudanese and foreign relief workers warn 
of large death from famine and disease unless 
aid' is rushed there quickly. 


The United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR) estimates that since 
Nov. l , at least 60,000 people, and 
probably more, have fled Eth- 
iopia’s Tigray province for eastern 
Sudan under an evacuation org- 
anised and directed by the Tigray 
Peoples Liberation Front (TPLF), 
a rebel group battling the Marxist 
Ethiopian government. 

Sudanese and U.N. officials est- 
imate between 3,000 and 4,000 
people — mostly women, children 
and older men — streamed into 
three camps near Kassala during 
the first week alone. The camp is 
about SO kilometres west of the 


Ethiopian border. 

The refugees joined thousands 
of other Ethiopians, mostly Eri- 
treans, who have fled here over 
the past decade to escape civil war 
in their home province. 

Abdul Magid Be shir AJ Ahm- 
edi, Sudan’s commissioner for 
refugees, warns that if the wave 
continues, the Sudanese will be 
raring for more than 250,000 Eth- 
iopian refugees by Jan. 1 and nea- 
rly 400,000 by April. 

The refugees — weak, diseased 
and emaciated after walking up to 
500 kilometres at night over stony 
mountains and parched river beds 
— often arrive with nothing but 


the thin, ragged clothes on their 
backs. 

Relief workers tell of vast arm- 
ies of the sick and dying standing 
for boors on the stark, windswept 
plain before the Tokalbad Camp 
near Kassala, while a medical staff 
of one doctor and a nurse from tbe 
private French charity, Mcdicin 
Sans Frontiers, try to identify 
those most critically in need of 
-help. 

At night, when temperatures 
around Kassala .plunge to near 
freezing, refugees huddle together 
for warmth and protection from 
tbe howling winds. 

“There are no tents,” Mr. 
Ahmedi said. “They are all under 
the sun day sky.” 

UNHCR estimates that in rec- 
ent weeks between 20 and 30 ref- 
ugees have been dying each day 
around Kassala. Most of tbe dead 
are children stricken with mal- 
nutrition, measles, tuberculosis 
and dehydration, U.N. officials 
say.

Syria protests against Egyptian 
presence at Islamic conference

SANAA (R) — Syria Wednesday before Mr. Abdul Magu id finished Conference south 


for talks 


SANAA (R) — Syria Wednesday 
protested against Egypt's pre- 
sence at an Islamic foreign min- 
isters’ meeting in the North Yem- 
eni capital and demanded that the 
issue be placed on the agenda. 

Syria's Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister. Essam A1 Naib. said in a spe- 
ech relayed to reporters on 
closed-circuit television that the 
invitation to Egypt was illegal 
because of Cairo’s diplomatic rel- 
ations with Israel. 

Egypt was .suspended from the 
Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference (OIC) after it signed a 
peace treaty with Israel in 1979. It 
was invited back at an (OIC) 
summit in the Moroccan city of 
Casablanca last January. 

■An Iranian delegate, speaking 
after Mr. Naib, said Tehran also 
favoured the meeting discussing in 
detail Egypt's invitation. 

But Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Esmat Abdul Maguid said in reply 
that any debate on the dispute 
would be futile because the for- 
eign ministers were not qualified 
to overturn a decision taken at 
summit level. 

. Television sets in the con- 
ference press centre went dead 


speaking, and organisers said the 
three speeches bad been relayed 
in error. 

Syria, Libya and Iran, which' 
oppose any compromise with Isr- 
ael, raised the presence of Egypt 
at preparatory meetings last week. 

But conference sources said a 
majority of delegates took the 
Egyptian view that only a summit 
meeting of the 45-member OIC 
could reconsider the invitation. 

South Yemen, which usually 
sides with the radical states against 
Egypt, was keeping out of the dis- 
pute, apparently to avoid off- 
ending Arab aid donors, the sou- 
rces said. 

OIC Secretary-General Habib 
Chatti was to have issued a sta- 
tement to the press after the ses- 
sion in which the disagreement 
emerged again, but this was pos- 
tponed without explanation from 
conference organisers. 

The Syrian protest was the first 
public sign of discord since the 
annual five-day conference ope- 
ned Tuesday with appeals for Isl- 
amic unify as the best way to deal 
with the Israeli occupation of 
Arab lands and East Jerusalem. 


Conference sources said the 
other source of potential trouble 
was the four-year-old war bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq, both of them 
OIC members represented at tbe 
current meeting at mini sterial 
leveL 

A recurrent theme of the ope- 
ning session was the need for the 
OIC to pursue efforts to find 
common ground between the two 
belligerents. The sources said few 
other OIC countries were pre- 
pared to speak out in favour of 
either side. 

An OIC peace committee set up 
soon after the Gulf war began has 
been largely inactive since the 
death earlier this year of its cha- 
irman, President Sekou Toure of 
Guinea.

RIYADH (R) — Saudi Arabia's 
Prince Talal Ibn Abdul Aziz said 
Wednesday be was resigning his 
post as special envoy to the United 
Nations Children’s Fund (UNI- 
.CEF), a position he has held for 
five years. 

Making tbe announcement to a 
press conference here, be said he 
had not informed the U.N. body m 
advance of his resignation, but had 
advised King Fahd about ix. 

Prince Talal, 53. cited dup-

I decided to concentrate 
the work through AGFUND,” he 
said. 

AGFUND, a multi-million dol- 
lar fund, was formed by Saudi 
Arabia, Oman, Qatar. Bahrain, 
Kuwait, Iraq and the United Arab 


Emirates in 1981 to chmmel con- 
tributions from these countries to 
the United Nations. 

Describing tbe plight of chi- 
ldren in the Arab World as “very 
bad” , Prince Talal said AGFUND 
was proposing tbe establishment 
of a cotmdl in Arab countries to 
look after tbe interests of mothers 
and children there. 

He said King Fabd -was now 
considering recommendations on 
such a council in Saudi Arabia. 

Prince Talal said that despite 
rapid economic progress, the kin- 
gdom was still a developing cou- 
ntry so far as the situation of its 
children was concerned. 

He said most projects there 
would concentrate on improving 
social structure, adding that the 
private sector had a major rale to 
play.

Jordan dismisses Israeli 
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Success at Naqoura? 


TODAY, Thursday, is the day which Israeli officials have said will be 
crucial in determining whether Israel would stay at the negotiating 
table with Lebanon at Naqoura. Over the past several weeks, the 
Israelis have been issuing veiled and direct threats that are seen by 
observers as tactical pressure on Lebanon to make it accept Israel's 
terms, hut Lebanon has been firm in rejecting Israeli demands. 

Israel wants United Nations forces to act as a buffer with Syrian 
forces In the east and fending Lebanese militias in the coastal zone, 
n prf ft wants the Lebanese militia which it had been arming to patrol 
the sensitive border zone to prevent any infiltration into Israel. The 
talks have not so far achieved any progress due to the impossible 
Israeli demands which were described by Lebanese Prime Minister 
Rashid Karami last Monday as an attempt for partitioning Lebanon. 

Of course, Lebanon cannot accept hnmflitating terms that are 
designed to perpetuate the fragmentation of the country and deny the 
Beirut government the right to deploy its army anywhere over Leb- 
anese sovereign territory. Israel’s terms are in fact demands of an 
invading power trying to reap the benefit of a campaign launched 
more than two years ago against a snail nation, and are considered 
blackmail attempts against a helpless country, left alone by all Arabs 
to face the U.S.-backed Zionist war machine alone. 

As the Arab countries, specially Syria, failed to help out in the 
process of forcing the Israelis out of Lebanon, the matter was all but 
left entirely for the Lebanese resistance, supported by the remaining 
Palestinian commandos to inflict as many casualties as possible on the 
occupation troops. 

The intensified attacks on the Israelis led the Israeli prime minister, 
Shimon Peres, to say in a recent interview with the daily Haaretz 
newspaper that he was in favour of pulling out Israeli troops from 
Lebanon and taking the risk; and that he was not inclined to carry out 
a partial withdrawal as some officials in Israel were threatening to do, 
specially around Sidon where Laneli casualties had been heavy. 

Peres had a meeting Wednesday with his cabinet and senior aides to 
try to find a strategy for Thursday’s round of talks which will be the 
last before the Christmas holidays. But it seems that the deadlock still 
exists. If the Israelis do withdraw totally from South Lebanon and the 
Naqoura talks are called off, the Lebanese government will have 
achieved a tactical success over the Israelis, as the chance will be open 
for Karami to deploy the central government’s army everywhere. 
This is fine if President Amin Gemayel and his government can 
guarantee the cooperation of the feuding militia in order to achieve 
this success.

Al Ra’i: Greater role for Islamic mediation 


ISLAMIC FOREIGN ministers opened meetings in Sanaa Monday 
to discuss a number of problems of common concern- The topics on 
the agenda seem to be the same as those discussed in the previous 
meeting, but it is hoped that ministers will try to tackle them in a more 
objective manner, this time to achieve good results. 

One of the major issues to be discussed is the Iran- Iraq war, which 
has caused so much bloodshed, destruction and weakness to the 
Islamic cause. It is unrealistic that this war should be allowed to 
continue indefinitely, while Islamic nations remain impassive as to 
the victims and the material losses on both sides. 

It is not enough for the Islamic nations to issue calls for stopping 
the war or to send mediation teams to try to arrange a ceasefire. The 
Islamic nations have the necessary means of putting an end to this 
war, and can do that if their leaders so do wish. 

Involving Iraq in a war of attrition is not only one of Iran’s obj- 
ectives but rather a target of imperialist nations which are happy to 
see Islamic nations weakened. These nations are delighted a t the war 
because it is a means for them to make economic and political gains, 
and it is regretable to say that some Arab countries are adopting this 
same attitude. 

The foreign ministers of Islamic nations should also find a way to 
solve the Palestine problem since Jerusalem is a holy place for all 
Muslims, and saving the holy places is a duty for all Muslims. It is not 
enough for the Islamic nations to announce their condemnation of 
the Zionist plans and the U.S. -Israeli alliance. What is required is 
real action to save the land and its people. 


Al Dustour: Deepening Israeli crisis 


AT PRESENT there is a political crisis in Israel and it is said that it is 
due to a change in the cabinet portfolios which is not satisfactory to 
one of the ruling coalition partners. In fact, the present crisis is deeply 
rooted and reflects a weakness in the Israeli political and social 
structure, in addition to the economic difficulties the Zionist state is 
now suffering from. Whether this crisis ends up with a collapse of the 
present coalition or the emergence of a new factor which would 
cement it, there is no permanent cure for the Zionist state, except in 
abandoning its aggressive policies and ambitions in Arab lands. 

Ever since Israel was established in Palestine, there had been 
differences among the ruling factions, but the last parliamentary 
election was instrumental in exposing to the whole world the deep 
divisions among the rulers over wide ranging issues including the 
invasion of Lebanon. The present cabinet crisis came to reaffirm 
these deep divisions and to underline the vulnerability of the Zionist 
society whcih lacks all means of existence. 

The only way to perpetuate these divisions and finally cause them 
to bring about a collapse of the Israeli society lies in Arab unity and 
unification of Arab ranks and mobilisation of Arab countries res-

SawtAl Shaab: Gulf war, Jerusalem Islamic 
priorities 


BEFORE THE Islamic foreign ministers' meeting in Sanaa is a List of 
important issues. Among these is the problem of Jerusalem, where 
Al Aqsa Mosque and the other holy places are being desecrated at 
the hands of the Zionists. Another problem is the Iran- Iraq war, 
which is continuing to sap the resources of Islamic nations and 
weakening their solidarity. 

The Islamic summit conference held m Casablanca last year had 
laid down outlines for a joint Islamic action, and it is left to the 
foreign ministers now to try to handle issues of common concern in an 
objective and serious manner. Millions of Muslims around the world 
look to this conference in Sanaa as a ray of hope for meaningful 
action designed to end Islamic divisions and give momentum to social 
and economic progress. 

We regret to hear that certain Arab and Muslim states have been 
trying to distract the ministers’ attention from the basic issues and to 
divert them to secondary problems. The liberation of Jerusalem and 
its holy places and halting the Iran- Iraq war should be the major 
priorities for the ministers, who should find a means for launching a* 
holy war to liberate the land and save its people. 


Islam shall return to 
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SAN FRANCISCO — I have a 
sense, as a historian, that we 
are seeing the beginning of a 
new chapter in history in the 
Middle East. One can only 
have a sense of such things, 
because there is no way of pro- 
ving it until many years later. 
But something has happened 
to the actors on the Middle 
Eastern stage. They have cha- 
nged. 

The biggest change is that 
there no longer is any com- 
manding actor. There is no 
great power which can com- 
mand and get obedience. No 
Ottoman Empire- No Britain. 
No U.S. No Soviet Union. 

Israel, which until recently 
aspired to be the Prussia of the* 
Middle East, is beginning a 
decline. It still, has enough 
weaponry to kill millions of 
people, but its economy is in 
shambles and the artificiality of 


its society is becoming evident. 
And even in the U.S. it has lost 
the moral aura it once enjoyed. 

Nationalism, that ideological 
import from 19th century Eur- 
ope, is also declining. What 
.does it mean to have “ national 
pride” for an entity that exists 
only because of boundaries laid 
down in London or Paris? 

Marxism (and its many 
“revolutionary” variants) is* 
also a dying ideology. So is the 
strange blend of religion and 
Marxism which has appeared 
in the Middle East as well as in 
Latin America. The Iranian 
Revolution has been a bitter 
disappointment. 

What is left? Islam, of cou- 
rse, that set of ideas which 
1400 years ago created one of- 
the greatest civilisations in the 

world. 

■ 

If a new chapter is to begin in 
the Middle East, it will not be 


because one leader or one ide- 
ology or one arsenal of wea- 
pons or treasury of money 
takes power over all the others. 
It will only be if that aura of 
morality and righteousness and 
vision which Islam threw upon 
the world so many centuries 
ago will be repeated. The 
Koran speaks of God as the 
Light of the heavens and the 
earth, and it is like a lamp in a 
glass that shines like a brilliant 
star. 

Maybe God intended that 
the explosion of a nudear wea- " 
pon which commits evil on a 
mammoth scale seem like an 
exploding star. Light can bring 
destruction or it can bring the 
greatest good known to hum- 
ankind. 

Most Americans would 
laugh at the notion that amoral 
aura could come from the Mid- 
dle East Their image of Arabs 


is that they quarrel, engage in 
terrorism, are either a rich 
minority or a vast majority of 
poor fellahin or bedouins. And 
of ail great religions, none has 
been so badly depicted in an 
American press generally tol- 
erant of religions. 

Maybe many Arabs the- 
mselves despair of their once 
great civilisation coming back. 
But there are many examples 
in Arab history where- during 
the worst kind of internal war- 
fare suddenly a light appeared 
and the darkness disappeared. 
Just a thousand years ago, for 
example, a great and wise 
ruler, Abdurrahman HI ended 
the feuding among the many 
Muslim princelines in Spain 
and created a civilisation 
whose shining remnants can 
still today be seen in the city of 
Cordoba. 

In that ancient Islamic 


world, Spain, Egypt, and the. 
Iraq were three great centres. : 
Each . had its own brilliance. .. 
even if as happened so often, 
base rulers took power. The. 
civilisation was far greater than 
whoeyer happened to siton.tbe 
throne. We know that Spain ; 
was eventually conquered by 
Christians, that Egypt dec- 
lined, and that Baghdad was 
destroyed by the Mongols. But . 
we must remember that that 
tripod of Arab civilisation las-' 
ted six hundred years!

'“Maybe we did not succeed" in 
achieving a solution in the past, 
but we hope wc will do better in 
the future," Dr. Munz said. 

Serving as West German amb- 
assador in Jordan “was not a very 
difficult post," Dr. Munz exp- 
lained, “because of good bilateral 
- relations in the political, economic 
.and cultural fields" between the 
Kingdom and his country. 

Throughout the I iist few years. 
His Majesty King Hussein and His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Ha&an made several visits to 
Bonn while West German Cha- 
ncellor Helmut Kohl and Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher 
made return visits to Jordan, 
demonstrating good bilateral rel- 
ations. 

Dr. Munz said West Germany 
has no consulate accredited to Isr- 
ael and that the Amman embassy 
handles all affairs related to the 
occupied West Bank. He said that 
this situation "gives us a special 
opportunity to assess the situation 
of Palestinians in the occupied 
West Bank.” 

. In the field of economic co- 
operation, Dr. Munz said that 
West German aid to Jordan did 


not suffer cuts like aid to other 
countries in the region. He said 
West German aid was used by the 
Jordanian government '‘in a very 
efficient way.” 

Every year, a meeting Is set up 
by economic delegations from 
Jordan and West Germany to 
study development projects to be 
implemented in the Kingdom thr- 
ough West German aid. So far 
West German aid to Jordan tot- 
alled around JD 1 30 million (DM 
I billion). 

Dr. Munz said that throughout 
the last decade. West Germany 
contributed to the development of 
the southern area of the Kingdom, 
the Jordan Valley and to the mod- 
ernisation of the Gulf of Aqaba. 

West German geological teams 
frequently carried out surveys of 
water resources and oil shale in 
the last few years. A geological 
team which made surveys on oil 
shale in Jordan indicated the ava- 
ilability of large reserves of oil 
shale which proved to be of best 
quality according to these geo- 
logists. 

Dt. Munz told the Jordan Times 
that oil shale project “is a very 
ambitious project”. However, he 
said, “it all depends on the dev- 


elopment of drilling for crude oir* 
in the Kingdom". 

■ In "the field of cultural and tec- " 
hnical co-operation between Jor- 
dan and West Germany, he said, 
Jordanian universities are in close 
contact with German universities. 
One of the latest projects imp- 
lemented in this field was a nuc- 
lear accelerator unit installed with 
West German aid at the Uni- 
versity of Jordan. 

Dr. Munz has been transferred 
by the Bonn Foreign Ministry to 
assume his new post as amb- 
assador to Luxembourg. Amman 
was his first post in the Middle 
East. He has also served in West 
German diplomatic missions in 
Madrid, Paris and South America 
before which he worked for eight 
years at the Foreign Ministry. 

Dr. Munz, 61. married with 
three children, presented his cre- 
dentials to the Royal Court in 
August 1 979, a few days before a 
visit to Jordan by Mr. Genscher. 

The new post in Luxembourg, 
Dr. Munz said, represents a “new 
challenge far too different from 
the Middle East." However, he 
will be able to practise more often, 
his favourite sport of skiing, he 
said.

BRUSSELS (R) — The European 
Community has formally app- 
roved a further 500.000 tonnes of 
food aid to help famine victims in 
Ethiopia and other drought- 
stricken parts of - Africa, Com- 
munity officials said Wednesday. 

They said the 10's foreign min- 
isters agreed ways to raise the 
extra 75 million ECUs ($30 mil- 
lion) pledged by their leaders at 
their Dublin summit this month. 

The aid, on top of 300.000 ton- 
nes already pledged by the Com- 
munity and another 400.000 from 
member states, will take the bloc’s 
total famine relief effort to 1-2 mil- 
lion tonnes in 1985. 

Around 50 million ECUs ($38 
million) comes from funds which 
would normally be paid back to 
member states to compensate 
them for the administrative cost of 
collecting value added tax. 

The remainder is made up by 
money unspent this year and by 
disaster provision in the agr- 
eement between the Community 
and its African, Caribbean and 
Pacific ( ACP) partners, they said. 

Over seven million people are 
currently affected by drought in 
Africa and a recent European 
Community report said the figure 
could soon reach lOroilliofiMnless 
a massive response is made by the 
interna tional community. 
Meanwhile, the United Nat- 


ions, which is spearheading relief 
efforts for starving Ethiopians, is 
to spend $73.5 million on new 
conference facilities for the U.N.

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Austria seals off Danube 


dam site from protesters 


VIENNA (R) — Austrian police 
have sealed off a construction site 
on the River Danube where hun- 
dreds of people are campingout to 
try to stop a new dam being built. 

The Interior Ministry declared 
the illegally-occupied territory at 
Hainburg, between Vienna and 
the Czechoslovak border, a no-go 
area after midnight. 

It urged protesters sleeping out 
in freezing conditions to abandon 
the swampy, forested area and 
allow work to continue on a new 
hydroelectric project which the 
government says is needed to red- 
uce the country’s dependence on 
oil and gas. 

Thousands of demonstrators 
have arrived at the site in the past 
few days to obstruct tree- felling.

Trade unions planned a mass 
counter-rally there this morning 
but amid fears of violence bet- 
ween opposing groups cancelled 
the demonstration Tuesday night 
after emergency talks with the 
government. 

The “Auwald” forest is a 50 
square 'kilometres tract of land 
resembling a mini-Amazonia that 
environmentalists say will be lost 
if the dam is built 

The forest has been formed by 
thousands of years of flooding by 
the sluggish Danube and is valued 
try scientists and nature-lovers for 
its rare birds, reptiles and orchids. 

Scientists say the dam will dep- 
rive the area of the continuous 
flooding needed for the survival of 
its unique ecological system.

U.S. engineer accused of 


offering secrets to Soviets 


WASHINGTON (R) — The U.S. 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) has said it has arrested a 
defence industry engineer in Los 
Angeles and charged him with 
offering Moscow secret data on 
the super secret “Stealth” bom- 
ber. But no information was acq- 
uired by the Soviet Union about 
the project, the FBI said. 

The Stealth project, under dev- 
elopment by Northrop Cor- 
poration, involves a highly cla- 
ssified programme to develop a 
bomber and other weapons vir- 
tually invisible to Soviet radar. 

The FBI said the engineer, 
Thomas Patrick Cavanagh, 40. 
had been charged with removing 
classified technical manuals, blu- 
eprints, drawings and a list of sub- 
contractors. and offering the mat- 
erial to the Soviet Union for 
S25.000. 

Disclosure of the documents to 
the Soviet Union would have cau- 
sed irreparable damage to U.S. 
national security, FBI Director 
William Webster said. 

FB I officials said billions of dol- 
lars had been spent developing 
and producing the Stealth tec- 
hnology. 

A statement announcing the 
arrest charged Mr. Cavanagh with 
attempting to provide secret data 
on “an advanced "militaiy project 
which utilises low observable tec- 
hnology." * 


FBI officials later confirmed 
that it involved the Stealth pro- 
ject. 

If convicted on the espionage 
charges. Mr. Cavanagh could be 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

“We have more people charged 
with espionage right now than 
ever before in our history." Mr. 
Webster said. 

“These investigations should 
serve to heighten citizens' awa- 
reness of the presence of foreign 
intelligence efforts to obtain sen- 
sitive information.” 

The FBI said Mr. Cavanagh, 
who worked at Nonhrop's Adv- 
anced Systems Division, att- 
empted ro contact and meet Soviet 
officials. 

There was no immediate exp- 
lanation however on how the FBI 
was able Lo prevent any doc- 
uments changing hands. 

Late last ' month, the FBI arr- 
ested a former Central Int- 
elligence Agency (Cl A) employee 
in New York on charges of pro-, 
viding Czechoslovakia with U.S. 
national secrets. 

In October, the FBI arrested 
one of its veteran agents. Richard 
Miller, in Los Angeles and acc- 
used him of being a spy for the 
Soviet Union. U was the first time
